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Coping with handicaps 


Recently I mentioned 
how FDR had overcome a 
devastating battle with 
polio and went on to 
become one of our nations 
great Presidents. We will 
mention in this article three 
other persons who have 
also coped well with serious 
handicaps. Two unfamiliar; 
one well known to the 
readers in Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty- 

First, Kash was the parts 
manager for Johnson 
Motors in Breathitt Coun¬ 
ty. Johnson Motors was 
owned by my brother-in- 
law, Ellis Johnson. I worked 
for said business while a 
student in college one sum¬ 
mer. I got to know Kash 
well. 

He was severely crip¬ 
pled, from what, I do not 
know. He walked without a 
cane, but he negotiated 
around the parts depart¬ 
ment with amazing speed 
for such a handicap. He 
was married with a family, 
but he always was on time 
and had to drive several 
miles to work. He was 
always there when I arrived, 
and I only lived a few hun¬ 
dred yards from work. 

“How ya doing today, 
Sport?” was his customary 
greeting to me. A big smile 
flashed across uneven teeth. 
And, so it went all day long 
with other workers and 
customers. A cheerful 
interchange and a smile as 
needed. He was like a ray of 
sunshine. I never heard 
him complain a single time 
in a business where cus¬ 
tomers can be edgy when 
something goes wrong with 
their vehicle. He must have 
been in pain lots of times 
with legs such as he had, 
but we never knew it if he 
did. He just seemed happy 
to have a job and to be able 
to do it well. He had looked 
the devil of despondency 
square in the eye and 
backed him down. 

Second, I received a call 
this past week from a for¬ 
mer student of mine at 
Lees College in Jackson. 
He expressed his apprecia¬ 
tion for the influence I had 
on him as a student in 
English and as manager of 
the Lees basketball team 
when I coached it one year 
in the late 1960s. He went 
on to graduate from West¬ 
ern University, taught and 
coached at several public 
schools in Kentucky, was 
elected to eight Halls of 
Fames in athletics and had 
retired to the home place of 
his family in Jackson, Ken¬ 
tucky. He had done well 
financially and funded a 
scholarship at Western. 
Very loyal to his Mother 
and Father, he speaks in 
reverential tones when he 
mentions them. 

He is now confined to a 
wheel chair, lives by him¬ 
self, but has neighbors who 
help him and a lady who 
comes once per week to 
clean the house and do 
laundry, and a driver who 
chauffeurs him as needed. 
He has a fantastic mind 
that startles one with details 
concerning situations that 
are only obscure in my 
memory. And, the above 
simply scratches the surface 
of this fascinating life. 

What makes this all the 
more incredible? He has 


suffered all of his life from 
cerebral palsy, walking and 
talking with a halting 
rhythm. I have seen him 
referee basketball games, 
fall flat on his face, but get 
up and blow his whistle 
when a lesser person would 
have withdrawn to the 
sidelines. He has used his 
handicap to open doors, 
not close them. He will be 
featured in a book due out 
in 2015 by Steve Flaherty, a 
writer with deep roots in 
Pendleton County. 

Finally, Gary and Alice 
Holmes, are well known in 
Pendleton. We had written 
of them in December, 2012 
as a Christmas card family, 
living in peace and serenity 
on Highway 159, over¬ 
looking Falmouth below. 
Both retired, both active in 
their faith, both well 
thought of in their com¬ 
munity. Gary playing with 
Mr. Tim and the Back 
Porch Gang at Howards on 
Friday evening, Alice still 
lighting up her world with 
her smile and pleasantness. 

Then the accident that 
left Gary in a wheelchair. 
The question reverberates: 
“Why do bad things hap¬ 
pen to good people?” 
Despair, despondency, 
anger, guilt, pain, agony, all 
of these and more frequent¬ 
ly beset a person who has 
an accident such as what 
happened to him. They 
have fought their way back 
via their faith and grit. I 
was overjoyed when he 
wheeled his chair to my 
table at the Antioch Chris¬ 
tian Ladies Aid Society 
annual fundraiser. He did 
not seem like a broken 
man. He talked and 
laughed and joked. 

Then, I asked a stupid 
question: “What do you do 
with your time?” Was I 
surprised when he said, “I 
stay busy?’ 

“Doing what,” I asked? 

“I sharpen chains.... for 
chain saws,” he returned. 

“That’s interesting,” I 
said, “I’ll bring you one in 
a few days.” 

True to my word, I 
drove to his domicile and 
pulled into their driveway 
where Alice was tugging 
with an oversized box. I 
helped her into the kitchen 
with her burden while Gary 
supervised from his wheel 
chair. Then, I went back to 
my truck to get the chain. I 
could not find it. I apolo¬ 
gized for my ineptness and 
departed to find the chain, 
once I got home, hidden in 
the dark recesses of my 
pickup. 

I returned a few days 
later and hanged the chain 
on a hanger just outside his 
workplace. He called a day 
later and said that it was 
ready. I picked up my 
chain, handed him five dol¬ 
lars and a tip and retraced 
my drive to Highway 22. 

What’s so remarkable 
about this story? Gary and 
Alice have won this battle! 
They haven’t quit. They 
haven’t thrown in the towel! 
They’ve looked the Devil in 
the eye and haven’t blinked. 
They haven’t cursed God 
and died as Job’s wife 
entreated. Rather, they 
have shouted from the top 
of 159, “My Redeemer 
liveth!!!” Amen and Amen 
and Amen!

Student financial aid comes in many forms 


High school seniors and 
their parents beginning the 
college financial aid process 
will find there are many 
types of aid available. This 
list from the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) pro¬ 
vides short descriptions of 
the most common types. 


• Conversion scholar¬ 
ship/loan. This type of 
financial aid requires recipi¬ 
ents to provide certain ser¬ 
vices or pay back the funds 
with interest. An example 
would be the KHEAA 
Teacher Scholarship. 

• Grants are usually based 
on financial need and gener¬ 


ally don’t have to be repaid. 
These include the Federal 
Pell Grant. 

• Institutional aid. This 
term refers to the scholar¬ 
ships, grants and other 
financial aid programs pro¬ 
vided by the college. 

•Scholarship. A scholar¬ 
ship, like a grant, usually 
doesn’t have to be repaid. 
Scholarships are usually 
based on grades, athletic 
ability, artistic ability or cri¬ 
teria other than need. 

• Student loan. Loans 
have to be repaid. The most 
common is the Federal Staf¬ 
ford Loan, sometimes 
referred to as a Federal Direct 
Loan. 

• Waiver. A waiver lets a 
student attend college with¬ 
out having to pay tuition 
and certain fees. For exam¬ 
ple, Kentucky public colleg¬ 
es and universities provide 
waivers to state residents 65 
or older. 

• Work-study. These pro¬ 
grams let students work on 
or off campus to earn money 
for college. Examples include 
Federal Work-Study and 
KHEAA Work-Study. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers Ken¬ 
tucky’s student financial aid 
programs, including the 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES).

Hunters prohibited from bringing carcasses 
of deer killed in Ohio into Kentucky 


Hunters will no longer 
be able to bring the whole 
carcass of a deer killed in 
Ohio into Kentucky. 

Researchers recently con¬ 
firmed that a deer held in a 
northeastern Ohio captive 
hunting reserve tested posi¬ 
tive for chronic wasting dis¬ 
ease (CWD). 

CWD is a contagious 
and fatal neurological disease 
that affects deer, elk and 
other cervids native to North 
America. Currently, there is 
no evidence that CWD can 
be transmitted to humans. 

Chronic wasting disease 
has been previously detected 
in other neighboring states 
including Missouri, Illinois, 
West Virginia and Virginia. 
Ohio joins 19 other states 
and two Canadian provinces 
where this disease has been 
found. 

Kentucky, which does 
not have the disease in its 
animals, prohibits the 
importation of whole car¬ 
casses or high-risk cervid 


parts such as the brain, spi¬ 
nal cord, eyes, lymphoid tis¬ 
sue from deer or elk killed in 
CWD - infected states and 
provinces. 

Hunters may bring back 
deboned meat, hindquarters, 
antlers attached to a clean 
skull plate, a clean skull, 
clean teeth, hides and fin¬ 
ished taxidermy products. 
To help prevent the entry of 
CWD into the state, the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
discourages hunters from 
bringing back high-risk parts 
of deer or elk taken in any 
state, regardless of CWD sta¬ 
tus. 

Several proactive steps 
have been taken by Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife, the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture and captive cer¬ 
vid owners to prevent the 
introduction of the disease 
into the state. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life monitors wild deer and 
elk herds while the Kentucky 


Department of Agriculture 
monitors the captive herds. 
Since 2002, Kentucky has 
tested more than 23,000 
deer and elk for the presence 
of the disease. All results 
have been negative. 

Regulations enacted to 
reduce the likelihood of 
CWD in Kentucky have 
included a ban on importa¬ 
tion of live cervids from 
CWD-positive states, man¬ 
datory CWD monitoring of 
captive herds and prohibit¬ 
ing the importation of high- 
risk carcass parts from 
CWD-positive states into 
Kentucky. 

This disease can persist 
in the environment and may 
be contracted from contami¬ 
nated soil or vegetation or 
through contact with infect¬ 
ed cervid parts. The move¬ 
ment of live animals, either 
through the captive deer 
trade or natural migration, is 
one of the greatest risk fac¬ 
tors in spreading the disease 
to new areas.

Quick and easy cooking 
with a pressure cooker 

in dirty 


At the end of a busy day, 
many of us would love to 
quickly produce a tasty, 
nutritious, home-cooked 
meal with minimal effort. 
One way you can achieve 
this is by utilizing an elec¬ 
tric pressure cooker. 

Some of you may be 
hesitant about using a pres¬ 
sure cooker, either because 
you’re not familiar with 
them or have heard horror 
stories from your mother or 
grandmother about pressure 
cookers exploding and the 
cooker and its contents fly¬ 
ing across the room. As long 
as you correctly follow the 
manufacturer’s operating 
instructions for the cooker, 
you can cook most foods 
very safely. Today’s pressure 
cookers include more safety 
release valves and interlock¬ 
ing lids, which makes them 
safer than older models. 
Electric pressure cookers 
have their own heat sources 
that are automatically regu¬ 
lated to maintain the desired 


pressure. 

In an electric pressure 
cooker, foods cook three to 
10 times faster compared to 
conventional cooking 
methods because the cooker 
does not allow air and liq¬ 
uids to escape the container 
below a pre-set pressure. As 
the pressure builds, the 
temperature inside the 
cooker rises above the nor¬ 
mal boiling point. 

This not only helps the 
food cook quickly, but it 
helps food retain nutrients 
and requires less water to 
prepare items. It also results 
in less energy used to pre¬ 
pare foods. You can cook 
multiple foods at the same 


time, which saves 
dishes and time. 

In addition to following 
the manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions, never fill a pressure 
cooker more than two- 
thirds full or more than 
halfway full for soups or 
stews. Realize that the hot¬ 
ter a food or liquid is going 
into the cooker, the quicker 
it will cook. Brown meat or 
poultry before putting them 
into the pressure cooker for 
best results. 

Generally, foods that 
expand as a result of foam¬ 
ing and frothing, such as 
applesauce, cranberries, 
rhubarb, cereals, pastas, 
split peas and dried soup 
mixes, should not be cooked 
in a pressure cooker. 

Cleaning methods will 
vary depending upon the 
type of pressure cooker you 
have. Follow manufacturer’s 
guidelines for cleaning. 

Store pressure cookers in 
a cool, dry place with the lid 
inverted on the body. Fail¬ 
ing to do so can result in 
unpleasant odors and cause 
wear and tear on the lid’s 
seal. 

Remember you should 
not try to use a pressure 
cooker as a pressure canner 
to preserve food. The quick 
come-up and cool-down 
times may not be long 
enough to kill all harmful 
microorganisms, which can 
cause food borne illnesses 
from eating the canned 
foods. 

More information on 
food preparation is available 
at the Pendleton County 
office of the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service. 


Planning next year’s 
home garden starts now 


You may be delighted to 
put gardening behind you 
for the season, but fall is the 
time to manage and prevent 
disease in next year’s garden. 
Summer crops may still be 
standing, even after being 
killed by heavy frosts and 
cold temperatures. At this 
time, you can take preemp¬ 
tive measures to help ensure 
a successful and bountiful 
garden next season. 

Cleaning things up in 
the fall can help cut back on 
disease in the following har¬ 
vest season. Many patho¬ 
gens responsible for diseases 
commonly seen in home 
gardens can overwinter or 
survive between crops on 
equipment and plant resi¬ 
due. Flere are tips to prevent 
the spread of disease and be 
ready for the next growing 
season: 

Remove old plant debris 
and trash from the garden 
or greenhouse and burn or 
bury it. Thoroughly clean 
tools and equipment and 
sanitize with disinfectant. 
(This is also a good time to 
oil shovels and other blades 
to prevent rust.) 

Turn dead plant matter 
under as soon as you are 
finished with the garden. 
Several plant pathogens can 
survive in these residues 
during the winter, and they 
can threaten next year’s 
crops. Plowing them under 
now allows more time for 
plant matter to break down 
and the pathogens to die. 

Rotation is another pow¬ 
erful tool that should be 
implemented to prevent dis¬ 
ease. Rotation slows the 
buildup of pathogens in the 
vegetable garden, prevent-

ing problems in the long 
run. For best results, avoid 
planting the same or closely 
related crop species in the 
same place more than once 
every three years. 

Even though spring is 
months away, start thinking 
about what you’ll grow and 
where it will go in the gar¬ 
den. Making notes of vari¬ 
ety, placement and yield 
from the past season while it 
is fresh in your mind is espe¬ 
cially useful, since it is easy 
to forget the details over the 
long winter months. 

Also start mulling over 
the varieties you are likely to 
plant. Resistant varieties can 
significantly reduce or elim¬ 
inate damage from disease 
and can allow a gardener to 
lower (or possibly eliminate) 
use of fungicide for a par¬ 
ticular crop. Do keep in 
mind that resistant varieties 
do not eliminate disease. 
Consult your seed supplier 
or catalog for more informa¬ 
tion. 

A garden does take plan¬ 
ning and careful consider¬ 
ation, but successful disease 
management begins with 
the few simple steps out¬ 
lined above. If you start 
now, you’ll have built a 
strong foundation for a suc¬ 
cessful disease management 
program in your home gar¬ 
den.

Teaching the importance 
of compassion 


The holiday season is a 
time for giving thanks and 
giving back. Now is the 
perfect time of year to teach 
children the importance of 
community service and nur¬ 
ture the spirit of giving. 

Start by choosing a char¬ 
ity in your own community. 
Then talk to youth about 
the kinds of charities they 
would like to support. 

If an organization is 
looking for food donations, 
give your children the 
money you want to spend 
on donations and let them 
choose the food items at the 
grocery stores. Thoughtful 
selections give them a 
chance to think about what 
some who are less fortunate 
might need. 

For young children, it 
may mean more to donate 
time by helping out a com¬ 
munity service organization 
like a soup kitchen, for 
example. They can help by 
doing small chores like dec¬ 
orating the tables, making 
sure there are napkins laid 
out and handing out silver¬ 
ware. 

Tweens and teens, on the 
other hand, might find it 
more meaningful to raise 
money for a particular 
cause. They could do some 
chores around the house 
and neighborhood to raise 
money to donate. 

Another way to instill 
the importance of commu¬ 
nity service is through vol¬ 
unteering, which teaches 


valuable lessons. Taking part 
in projects like cleaning up 
school grounds, clothing 
drives and toy drives can 
help give children a sense of 
community and what it 
means to take action. 

While working at a toy 
drive, for instance, let the 
children sort the toys 
according to age group and 
gender. These and similar 
tasks teach organizational 
skills as well as the ability to 
care. 

If you decide to partici¬ 
pate in buying Christmas 
presents for a child who is 
less fortunate, let your chil¬ 
dren make the decisions on 
what to buy. Usually there 
is a dollar limit, so it is a 
good challenge for your 
children to use the money 
wisely. 

Whatever “giving-back” 
path you decide, adults 
should also be committed to 
serving others and willing to 
work alongside youth. This 
sends the message that 
adults are not only encour¬ 
aging, but are proud to sup¬ 
port the same charities 
youth believe in. 

No matter the strategy, 
your focus on reinforcing a 
child’s compassion for oth¬ 
ers is a key to helping them 
become caring adults.

Filling: 

• 2 1/28 ounce packages 

of cream cheese 
1/4 teaspoon vanilla 
1/2 teaspoon lemon 
juice 

3/4 cup sugar 

1 1/2 tablespoons flour 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

2 or 3 eggs (equal to 
1/2 cup) 

1 egg yolk 

2 tablespoons heavy 
cream 

Directions: 

Crust: 

Combine first four crust 
ingredients until crumbly. 
Add egg yolk and vanilla. 
Put dough into the sides 
and bottom of an 8” pie 
pan and bake 400° for six 
minutes. 

Filling: 

Beat cream cheese until 
fluffy. Add vanilla and 
lemon. Mix sugar, flour, 
and salt and gradually 
blend into cream cheese. 
Add eggs and yolk, one at 
a time. Gently stir in 
cream. Turn into a pan. 

Bake at 500° for 5-8 
minutes or until the top 
edge of the crust is golden.
